tion of the leading gangs of.Chicago, VINCENT DRUCCI 
and BIG GEORGE MORAN. represented the north side gang; 
EDDY VOGEL, JULIAN 'IPOTATOES KAUFMAN, FRANK CITRO and. 
PETER GUSENBERG joined their interests with DRUCCI and 
MORAN. KLONDIKE O*DONNELL and his brother MYLES, of 
the west síde, participated in the conference, CAPONE, 
representing TORRIO interests; had. a representative 
tHere, perhaps ANTONIO LOMBARDO. RALPH SHELDON, enemy 
pf" SALTIS-MCERLANE, was present. MAXIE EISEN ‘appeared 
as mutual peacemaker. 


"DRUCCI and. MORAN- took the responsibility 
for securing-the approval of SALTIS and MC ERLANE, 
: then in Jail, The conditions of the peace. Were 
that each gang was to stay in its own territory."

LIPSHULTZ,# 


VOGEL in being the undisputed ‘slot 
machine king of the county owes his power to the 
GUZIK leadership; GUZIK is considered the head of 
the remaining CAPONE syndicate today, \\ 


The Chicago Tribune dated August 7, 1941, 
carried a news article which reflected‘ that, VOGEL- 
had ‘appealed to his friend MIKE J. BOYLE. of the 
Electrical. Workers Union #135 when telephone circuit- 
operated juke boxes made their innovation on the 
north side and that BOYLE by strongarm methods 
eliminated the telephone circuit-operated juke boxes 
in the vicinity of Chicago. 


Lin 194}, T-: advised that VOGEL was 
alleged to be a Lieutenant for RALPH CAPONE and to 
be in charge of slot machines and pin ball machines 
in Cicero Valeo. that VOGEL is occasionally seen in 
known hoodlum hangouts in Cicero, but the informant 
had no actual knowledge of his activities there. 


T-5 in August and September, 19, advised 
that HYMAN LEVINE, 215 East Chestnut Street, was 
a dominating factor in the Loop gambling syndicate 
and controls much of the activities in his office 
in his apartment and that many of the meetings held 
by thé'Loop hoodlums are condwted in LEVINE!s office 
and that they call their gathering the “Board of 
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Engineers", This source advised that EDDY VOGEL 
was fregnently contacted by LEVINE and was 
considered a friend of LEVINE's. 


" In 19), MARTHA STONEBREAKER, hotel clerk 
at the Chicagoan Hotel (now defunct) was interviewed 
under suitable pretext and advised that ‘VOGEL is a 
very heavy spender; that he pays her more each week 
than she earns in salary as an employee of the 
Chicagoan: Hotel, as she has on various occasions 
done stenographic work ‘for VOGEL and that VOGEL has 
stated to her that he pays more than: $300000 a year 
‘to law enforcement'officers and officials in Cook 
County for protection. Miss STONEBREAKER further 
stated that she has visited at VOGEL?'s apartment at 
4300 Marine Drive, and that VOGEL will not leave his 
chauffeur driven automobile without having twice 
driven around the block, and he then rushes into 
the building from the curb. 


She further remarked that VOGEL has stated 
on various occasions that he does not fear being 
picked up by any policeman because he can buy his 
way out of anything. 


By letter dated April 13, 1945, the Miami 
Office advised that VOGEL was a visitor of AL CAPONE 
at Miami in the three week period prior to February 


23, 1945. 


In September, 1916, the files of the Chicago 
Crime Commission regarding the Dome gambling 
establishment at 7h66 West Irving Park Road reveals 
that WILLIAM FRANCIS BENNETT was an employee of 
EDDY VOGEL acting in the capacity of manager of 
the aforementioned gambling establishment.

BOWMAN’ suggested that FRANK SIEGEL, a former 
associate on the Niles Center and Skokie Police 
Department, might be able to furnished information in 
this regard.

It was indicated 
that VOGEL had pushed "Libbyf out and that thè place 
was under! the protection of the Sheriff. ‘VOGEL was 
also supposed to have a plac’ called "The Wagon Wheel" 
located at Narragansétt: and Melrose Avenues. : According 
to the Crime Commission, the "Libby" referred to was `

Information was received by the Commission on 
September 15, 193, from a man claiming to be a member 
of the Cook County Highway Pòlice;.

October 25, 191, published some ledger sheets of the

It was stated that the interests of VOGEL were confined 
entirely to slot machines. È 


Ohief JOHN J. MC GINNIS (deceased), formerly 
connected-with the Cook County Police, advised in 
June of 19l6, that as of that date EDWARD VOGEL was 
considered the boss of the slot machine racket'in 
Cook County, with the exception of Cicero, Illinbis, 
where it was reported he was not in favor. Any gambling 
equipment which was the property of VOGEL could be : 
placed in Cicèro, Illinois, only through WILLIE HEENEY 
‘and JOE CORNGOLD, both of whom have been in complete 
| charge of gambling in the Cicero area and are reported 
members of the Chicago Syndicate, or LOUIS LIPSHULTZ, : 
the brother-in-law of JACK GUZIK. According to MC GINNIS, 
VOGEL owed hîs power of leadership to the late JACK 
GUZIK. MC GINNIS stated that VOGEL, while having the 
greatest. share of the entire Cook County as his: operating 
nont cooperated with CORNGOLD, HUMPHREYS and LIPSHULTZ 
n putting equipment in Cicero; During March, 19hl Chief 
MC GINNIS seized 1l pin ball machines scattered in various 
places in Cicero and it was subsequently learned that 
the pin ball machines were owned by EDWARD VOGEL. ' 
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i Chief MC GINNIS also advised that all 
slot machines, pin ball machines and ‘cigarette 
vending machines oberated by VOGEL had an identifying 
mark of ."V" inverted stamped on the side of each 
piece of equipment, which stamp is usually covered 
by & seal of some description. 


An article appearing in the "Chicago Daily 
, Tribune" dated March 2, 1950, indicated that EDWARD 
VOGEL rated as top man of the "CAPONE-RICCA-GUZIK

identified by the State's Attorney?s office as having 
a new racket as. a. dealer in contraceptives. It was 
‘alleged that VOGEL had been using’ threats to force

Information in their files reflected that 
VOGEL is known to have been a member of the AL CAPONE 
syndicate in the 1920's and has'been associated with 
the syndicate during his entire lifetime. Subject is 
known to have been in charge of slot machines and 
gambling in this area, Subject is known to have 
financial interest in various firms which are controlled 
by the syndicate, mostly in vending machines and juke- 
boxes. It was also reported that presently VOGEL is 
the boss of the slot machines in the Chicago area and 
that his net worth was estimated at $500,000.00. 


On January 2l, 1958, Chief of Police WILLIAM 
C, GRIFFIN, Skokie, Illinois Police Department, advised 
he has been associated with the Police Department 
for the past twenty-five years and a resident of Skokie 
for thirty years. He statedthere was no quéstion but 
that. EDDIE VOGEL was in charge of all slot machines in 
the. Northern suburbs; He advised, however, that there 
were no slot machines in Skokie at the present time and 
did not believe that'any were operating in the area ' 
at this time. He said that ten or fifteen years ago, 
he. had participated in a raid of a barn locatéd in 
Skokie, wherein'$185,000; ‘00 worth of slot machines 
and equipment were found. He understood that this 
was all the property of EDWARD VOGEL.and it Was 
subsequently destroyed. Chief GRIFFIN advised that 
he has never met VOGEL personally, but stated he had in 
the years past met his brother, WILLIE VOGEL, who appeared 
to be the subject's front man, 
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On January 29, 1958, JOE GABLE, 9040 
North Waukegan Road, advised. he. was formerly the `- 
Chief of Police àt Morton Grove, Illinois, from 
1945 until June, 1955. He commented that in 1927, 
he had worked with ROGER TOUHY and his gang from 
1927 to 1931, at which time he assisted in making 
and delivering bootleg beer. 


GABLE recalled he first ran across EDWARD 
VOGEL during the late 1920*s at which time he was a 
shil at the White House, located at Irving Park and 
River Road, which was a gambling house operated by 
MATT KOLB, who was subsequently killed in a tavern 
in Morton” Grove. 


Mr. GABLE recalled VOGEL in the early days 
had a tavern on the South Side of Chicago somewhere, 
but did not know where. He said he first récalled 
VOGEL coming into prominence in the slot. machine 
business in about 1937 and that during that time he 
frequented a hang out at Chéster's Placé, located on 
Grand eno and a 45. . GABLE advised that while

GABLE further commented that about seven or.

He said 
VOGEL offered to “take care" of him;but that he had’ 
refused.

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GABLE further recalled that VOGEL ‘had 
operated a gambling joint at: the Vernon Club in 
the Northwest suburbs and that. his right-hand i 
man at that time was a man named CRUSE, formerly

ÀGoosding to GABLE, several Vesra ago EDWARD 
VOGEL operated a book at a tavern: operated by}. PRANK 
ENGELS, ‘which is located on Lake. Avenue in Glenview, 
. Illinois, about two blocks eas on. Waukegan Road on, 

the north. side of the street. i 


According to GABLE, VOGEL also operated a 
book and.gambling house about five or six years ago 
at Ralph®s-Place, in Northfield, Illinois, and it' was 
located three blocks north of Winnetka Avenue on 
Waukegan Road. 


According to GABLE, from about 1937 to. 1948 
VOGEL operated slot machines, handbooks,roulette Wheels 
at various gambling establishments in all of the 
suburbs of Chicago, but that'since 1948, thisractivity 
has. been considerably curtailed and that there are only 
a few! slot machines operating at this time. 


According to GABLE, there is a slot machine 
presently operating at Fat's Place, which sells fish 
bait, which is located on Rand Road just north. of River 
Road. He also; advised there is another slot machine 
operating in a tavern, name not known, on the west side 
of Milwaukee Avenue just north of Harlem Avenue. He 
said this is a 5¢ machine which is located in: a small 
room in the. back. 
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. On February 3, 1957, Captain WILLIAM BALSWICK, 
Coltmissioner?s Office, Chicago Police Department, 
furnished a report reflecting that FRED THOMAS 
"JUKEBOX" SMITH, Business Agent for Local 13h, 
International Brotherhodd of Electrical Workers, has 
been active in this’ field since -1934 and has: been the 
prominent factor in, the operation of Local 13h: and 
key man! among coin machine operators in the Chicago

through the years his course had been steered by 
EDDIE : (SLOTS) VOGEL and associate DANNY (GIMP) MAHONEY. 


On April 3, 1950, jukebox manufacturers and 
operators complained of payoffs to FRED SMITH on jukeboxes. 
SMITH then.stated'he did not get a quarter from anyone. : 
It was. alleged at this time by 100-jukebox operators 
that for the previous ten years they had been’ forced 
to make payments to FRED. "JUKEBOX" SMITH. The: amount 
‘was withheld by the collectors each month. The take 
was indicated to be around $5,000.00 per month. The 
report reflected further that in May, 1950, they were 
paying $1.50° per month per machine to a "shakedown" 
organization known as thé Chicago Independent Amusement 
Association, which "JUKEBOX" SMITH was backing and they 
complained that 80¢ of this went to "JUKEBOX" SMITH

SMITH has been active in the labor field for ‘the past 
thirty years and has acted as a business representative,

called for. Over the years he has been associated 
with every known hoodlum and has been a close 
associate of EDDIE VOGEL. "JUKEBOX" SMITH! s 
brother, FRANK SMITH, was reported to have been a

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n On March 5, 1958, Mr. JOHN KELLY, Bell-0-Matic 
Corporation, 4630 West Fullerton, advised he-has been 
& salesman for slot machines, connected with Mills 
Novelty Company, for the past 29 years. -Mr. KELLY 
accompanied SA FRANKFURT to the Chicago Police 
Department where he viewed the 110 slot machines 
seized*by the. police on February 25, 1958. Mr. KELLY 
advised that all of these machines have been in dead 
storage. «due to the amount of dust collected on-the 
mechanism. He further advised the majority of these 
machines were over 15 years old and that the most recent 
machine .was manufactured in about 1950. However, he said 
the casting of this most recent had àn old mechanism 
in it and did not correspond to the cabinet. He further 
commented that thé majority of the machines were found 
to be of a club type because of the lack of lemons 
on the first reel, which indicates a more liberal paying 
‘machine. Some of the machines, however, he believed to 
be. syndicate «operated because ‘of the presence of lemons 
on the'first reel; which would indicate. a lower percentage 
in: payout, 


Mr. KELLY. informed he had never met EDWARD 
VOGEL and never knowingly ‘sold any machines to the 
syndicate. He stated there was no Mills Novelty 
Company’ officials presently living who. would‘have sold 
any machines to the syndicate. In the opinion'of Mr. 
KELLY, the slot machines viewed were worth approximately 
$50 each. 


Two slot machines bearing serial numbers AB501661 
and AB501635, both Mills machines, were declared by 
Mr. KELLY to be rebuilt machines and that this: serial 
number ‘belong. to the Auto Bell Company, 29 West Kinzie.

advised that this club has been operating for approximately

PAUL B. FRANKFURT. He stated he has been in the juke 
box business since 1930 and now operates about 'l50 | 
machines. He stated that the difficulties encountered 
by the operator in the juke box business is a complexity 
of hoodlum influence resulting in cancerous type growth 
of mob control. He stated he has no knowledge of 
personal influence exercised by EDWARD VOGEL but he feels 
he is undoubtedly responsible for much of the trouble 
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experienced by the operators. He pointed out that 
EARL KIES, Apex Amusement official, is President of 
the Recorded Music Service Association, to which 
approximately 90 per cent of juke box operators belong. 
He informed that KIES took over this post in about 
January, 1958, succeeding PHILIP LEVIN, brother of 
HYMIE "loud mouth" LEVIN, a well-known Chicago hoodlum. 
T-1lh informed that the syndicate has taken 
over the Lormar Distributing Company, 591 West 
Roosevelt Road, a one-stop record distributor, and 
that this company had made an attempt to purchase 
the Singer One-Stop Record Service, 1810 West Chicago 
Avenue. He stated he understood representatives of

Discussion with M 
United States' Attorney 


On June 2, 1958, the facts of this 
case were discussed with Assistant United States 
Attorney JOHN QUAN who stated with regard to 
proving interstate commerce the following: 


If the coin operated machines are 


‘purchased out of the state periodically and if 


the natural object of threats would force ‘the 
purchaser to go out of business unless he made. 
the payments demanded by the Chicago. Independent 
Amusement Association (CIAA), then interstate 
commerce would be affected to the degree that 
these shipments of machines from outside the 
state of Illinois would. cease, And, accordingly, 
if there ls enough of these out of state Shipments 
of machines, any threats made to the.purchasers 
could be held to affect interstate commerce. He 
Stated this would apply to both,new and used coin 
operated machines, He was of the opinion that 
there appears to be a basic violation of either 
the Anti-Racketeering Statute or the Labor 
Management Relations Act of 1947 (Investigative 


‘ Matter) and requested ‘that investigation be conducted 


in an effort to locate additional possible witresses.
